PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 
LEAGUE WAS FORMED 


Number of Speakers Attack- 
ed Government Guarantee’ 
of Bonds. 


In the Mechanics’ Hall on Saturday | 


afternoon was held, the first of two 
meetings (the second being held in the 
evening) called for the purpcse of 
“protesting against the guaranteeing 
of bonds or giving any assistance to 
private or company owned railways, 
and demanding that in the future, as 
far as possible, all roads in the prov- 


ince shall be built, owned, and oper- 
ated by the Government in the in- 
terests of the people.” 


There were between thirty and forty 
people present, including several mem- 
bers of the Trades and Labor Couns 
cil and the U.F.A. Ladies, although 
earnestly invited, were conspicuous 
by their absence, 

A. G, Bryden, of the Typographical 
Union, in opening the proceedings, 
ventured to prophesy that his hearers 
would witness the inception of a move- 
ment that would in years to come, 
wield great influence, not only in Ed- 
monton and the*province of Alberta, 
but throughout the whole Dominion, 

Rice Sheppard, of Strathcona, then 
read a paper dealing with the subject 
on hand, in which he contended that 
government ownership had been a 
success whehever it had been honestly 
tried. if the Gewernment guarantee 
Was good enough for the capitalist, it 
whould bi@gsood enough to borrow 
money for ine people, 

Dr. Riddell Speaks, 

Rey. Dr. Riddell, of Alberta College, 
followed with an interesting and ela- 
quent address, The question of public 
ownership of railways was only a 
part of a greater problem—how far 
a city or government should iderttify 
itself with or interest itself in the in- 
dusiries and enterprises of a country. 
die was strongly convinced that these 
problems weuld only find their solu- 
tion by the Government taking a larg- 
er measure of responsibility than they 


have ever. taken in the past. The 
speaker, on the strength of hts own 
experience, backed up by an array 


of statistics, endeavored to show that 
public ownership was not a theory, 
but had been definitely tried and proy- 
ed a success. He could not see hon, 
in face of the facts, the Government 
could refuse to take up (iis question 
in earnest, 

W. R, Bail insisted that there was 
n© such thing as real competition be- 
tween rival railways ,and went on to 
show that the money borrowed and 
jand given to private railroad ccm- 
panies represented a tax of $138 on 
every person in Canada, and would 
have built 25,000 miles of track, 

New Zealand’s Experience, 

John Cormack, of Cormack and 
Maekie, s0licitors, spoke of his ex- 
perience in New Zealand, where he 
said public ownership was the only 
thing thought «. They had, however, 
pure gov.rnment in New Zealand, and 
one reason for the success of the rail- 
roads Was that there was no bhoodle 
nor graft. It was necessary to do 
away with the patronage system, 

This latter idea was enlarged upon 
by Various other speakers, who pcdint- 
ed out that public ownership and gov- 
ernment Ownership were totally dif- 
ferent things, The people must first 
own the government, lf a party gov- 
ernment owned the utilities, then these 
utilities would be worked for party 
purposes, and not in the true interests 
cd the people. 

A general discussion followed and 
a@ resolution was carried unanimously 
“that this meeting now form a Public 
Ownership League.’ A provisional 
board of directors, five in number, 
were appointed to make arrangements 
for the proper constituticn of the new 
association, which was set agoing with 
@ membership of 28, 

T, H, Clarke, late Trades and Labor 
secretary, made the announcement 
that in the spring they hoped to see 
the formation of a Provincial leder- 
ation of Labor, which wauld enable all 
workers ,including farmers, to get to- 
gether for political action, 

Evening Meeting. 

Representatives of the Public Ow- 
nership League will call upon Prem

Mr, Ball insisted that 
the government had given the rail- 
roads enough in cash and lands to 


provide every farmer in the province 
With $418 and 110 acres In round 
numbers, the government hail given 
the railroads $22,000,000 in cash and 
$,000,000 acres of land, according to 
Mr, Balls’ figures, 

“We have a government owned by 
the railronds instead of the govern- 
ment owning the railroads,"’ he said 
in conclusion. “Il have no use for 
either of the old parties. If we ever 
get our rights we must fight for them 
and eventually the common people 
will win.” 

Ball Changes Wis Political Views, 

Bs As Mackie, who follows, 
thought it strange that Mr, Ball had 
changed his political views, since 
both had helped to formulate the

Bevington gave a brief account of 
his experience in marketing swine. 
Some months ago he was offered 
$27.50 by the packing plant for a hog 
weighing 500 pounds. Instead of 
that he cured the meat and a tana 
at wholesale in Edmonton for $44.4¢ 
Upon another occasion he sold a 


number of hogs at the packing plant, 
and after figuring in all the time, 
labor and expense of getting the 
swine in shape for marketing, he lost 
75 cents on each hog. 

“We advocate public ownership of 
all publie utilities to be 
by an independent commission ap- 
pointed by the people, not by the 
sovernment,” explained Mr. Beving- 
ton, “IY the government were to 
own them it would mean party con- 
trol, and that is what we want to 
avoid.” 

Mr, Bevington read a letter from 
W. J. Tregillus, president of the U 
I’, A., who recounted his travels 
throughout Europe last summer in 
quest of information pertaining to 
government ownership of railroads, 
‘rom his observation on the trip Mr, 
Tregillus wrote that he returned 
home more firmly convinced than 
ever of the desirability of publie 
ownership of railroads, and he be- 
lieved if such a policy was adopted 
here it would stimulate development 
in ‘Alberta, 

labor Delegates Fail to Appear, 

A. Gi Bryden, a representative ot 
the local unions, expressed surprise 
that the four delegates appointed by 
the Edmonton ‘Trades and Labor 
council to attend this meeting had 
failed to put in an appearance, He 
was convinced, he said, that the in- 
terests of the farmer and the work- 
ingmen were «identical. He would 
abolish the tariff, custom houses and 
have free trade, which, with the 
cheapening of railroad ratcs, would 
greatly benefit all the people, 

T., H, Clark pointed out that or- 
ganized labor had been in favor of 
government ownership of railroads 
for many years. He said plans were 
on foot to form a provincial feder- 
ation of labor in Alberta, taking in 
all the mechanics, coal miners and 
workingmen generally, with a mem- 
bership approximately of 12,000, 

A resolution presented by 
Sheppard, endorsing the public 
ownership resolution of the U. i A,, 
Wus adopted by the meeting, and the 
league will meet again at the call of 
the chairman.
